No effective sea 
attack against the western hem­ 
isphere is now possible against 
adequate land - based planes and 
our navy. We need have no fear 
that enemy armies will march 
through the United States in this 
war.

Deputy Sheriff-Jailer Was 


In Group; Press Hits Act

JACKSON. Miss., Jan. 14 — The 
United States government took a 
southern Negro lynching to court 
bere Tuesday 
when a 
district 
grand jury indicted five men. one 
of them a deputy sheriff-Jaiter, un­ 
der civil liberties statutes. 
The first reaction here came 
from the Jackson Daily News which 
commented editorially that some 
local attorneys "frankly say they 
regard It as another attempted fed 
era! invasion of states’ rights.” 
Frank Coleman of Roanoke, Va., 
special assistant to the attorney 
general who indicated he expects a 
test of the statutes, described the 
indictment as "based on theory of 
law not yet passed upon by the 
Supreme Court” which would "chart 
a new law course In such matters.’1 
William Oscar Johnson, a farm- 
er; Nathanial Shotts, employe of 
a wholesale firm; Alien Pryor and 
Barney Jones, employes of a man­ 
ufacturing plant, and Luther Hold­ 
er, Jones county deputy sheriff 
and jailer, were charged in the in­ 
dictments. 
Coleman said investigation In­ 
dicated that Johnson, Pryor, Jones 
and Shotts were leaders of a mob 
of from 50 to IOO men which took 
Howard Wash, 49-year-old Negro 
farmhand, from the Jones county 
Jail at Laurel and hanged him from 
a bridge the night of Oct. 16, 1942. 
Wash had been convicted the day 
before for killing his white employ­ 
er. Clint Welborn. Only two of the 
12 Jurors voted for capital punish­ 
ment, making a life sentence man­ 
datory. 
Maximum penalties under the 
civil liberties statutes provide a 
fine of not more than 15,000 and 
imprisonment for not more than 
IO years.

Rev. French, a former mission­ 
ary to China, discussed the pecul­ 
iarities of the Chinese . language 
and the difficulty to understand it 
Many Characters 
“There are 30,000 to 40,000 char­ 
acters in the vocabulary. 
The stu­ 
dent will learn In IO to 12 years 
approximately 2,000 
signs, while 
those in the printing business, will 
use 7,000 daily. 
Each character is 
a picture, and there are no rules 
of grammar to govern either the 
spoken or written word. 
“Each of China’s many districts 
speaks a different dialect, and that 
dialect Is as different as English 
is from German. 
Bach word can 
be given 20 to 40 different inflec­ 
tions and be entirely different in 
meaning.

There has been an honest ef­ 
fort to institute a national lan­ 
guage, known as the mandarin dia­ 
lect, but so far it has not been suc­ 
cessful,” he concluded.

Its allies, more power 
to them, are doing well to wage war in their own 
immediate neighborhoods. 
No necessity ever thrust on one nation has de­ 
manded more energy to cope with it. But no nation 
ever had ao much energy to cope with necessity 
before. For the first time in it* relatively brief 
history, the United States has a chance to dis­ 
cover its own strength. 
Is it worth $1,500, or $2,000, or $20,000 to you to 
be on the winning side in this war? Is it worth 
the effort required to earn that much money? 
Or, just to keep the question close to -reality, 
are you willing to pay your share and the shares 
of perhaps IO others who won't be able to foot the 
bill? 
There’s only one answer. W ith whatever econo­ 
mists may be possible—and many are possible at 
the expense of the most enthusiastic aggregation 
of free spenders ever collected in W ashington—the 
Unitd States will pay whatever is needed to win 
the war. 
“Total war,’’ explains President Roosevelt, "is 
grim reality. It means the dedication of our lives 
and resources to a single objective: Victory.'’ Amen! 
This IS total war. It is being waged under cir­ 
cumstances so foreign to ordinary experience that 
most of us still haven’t comprehended the effect 
on our lives. We are in conflict with a world we 
cherish from the past. 
Things are changing with breath-taking rapidity. 
Money 
matters 
are 
changing. 
Things 
thought impossible now are possible. We are sur­ 
rounded by impossibilities—globe-circling airplanes, 
Pearl Harbors, women doing men’s work. American 
boys dying in Africa and on steaming little tropical 
islands and government budgets calling for spend­ 
ing $104,000,000,000 In a single year. 
The President's advice in his message to congress

and losses as well as by psycho­ 
logical depression. The new Amer­ 
ican weapons and the fresh Ameri­ 
can forces thus will have all the 
more weight. 
They will confront 
an enemy whose war machine is 
worn out and whose soldiers are 
weary and have lost the belief in 
victory.’’ 
Three new factors will have de­ 
termined lo a large extent the 
military situation next spring, de­ 
clares Mr. W erner: The strategic 
positions held by the Anglo-Ameri­ 
can forces in North Africa, the 
Italian crisis and the present win­ 
ter campaign in Russia.

“But the greatest threat of the 
near future confronts H itler at the 
Russian front. . . . 
"South of Stalingrad and in the 
Caucasus the German army finds 
itself in a pocket, from which it 
cannot escape. 
And by the spring 
of 1943, the wehrmacht will be 
weakened further through addition 
a1 losses in arm s and men on the 
Russian front. 
"By that time, Hitler no longer 
will be able to launch a new large- 
scale offensive In Russia, not even 
on the acale of his offensive in 
the summer of 1942. 
In 1943, the 
German army will be, to a large 
degree, 
Immobilized 
in 
Russia, 
while the Red arm y will have in­ 
creased its strategic freedom of 
movement.’’ 
Predicts Mr. W erner; "In the 
spring, two coalitions will confront 
each 
other 
from 
Murmansk 
to 
Casablanca—and the greaj battle 
will sta rt, It no longer will be a 
Gennan-Russian duel, an isolated 
battle in the east as in the sum­ 
mer of 1942. 
The war will be 
waged in the east, in the south 
and in the west. 
"The great battle, which will be 
a Battle for Europe, will 
rage 
at varying degrees of intensity 
throughout the spring, summer and 
fall of 1943. 
All the warring na­ 
tions will hurl their reserves into 
this super-battle in growing mea­ 
sure. 
In the west and 
in the 
south the weight of the American 
forces will tip the scales more and 
more; In the east the Soviet Union 
will be ready to throw all her re­ 
serves Into the fray to win the 
war, in conjunction with the Al­ 
lies, before the end of 1943.

Military authorities were pretty much disgusted 
with the middle-aged material. I jack of stamina in 
the age brackets from 35 to 45 was largely respon­ 
sible for forcing the draft age down to 18 and sub­ 
sequently lowering the top mark to 38. 
But while there Is no more drafting above 38, It 
seems th at once in the army getting out is not 
entirely a simple m atter, regardless of age. I have 
received a number of letters from soldiers over 39 
who say they have been unable to negotiate dis­ 
charges. On consulting the war. departm ent rules 
governing the situation, I find a few catches which 
may explain their difficulty. 
I take the broad view that the great m ajority of 
men over 38 are absolutely useless for army service 
because of physical deficiencies and that they only 
can swell the pension, rolls of the future without ever 
being of any real value, but the war departm ent is 
inclined to quibble. 


T says a man must be handicapped by advanced 
age to such an extent that his usefulness to the 
arm y is secondary to industry. I say the mere fact 
of 38 or more years automatically presents the handi­ 
cap and any man that old is bound to be more useful 
to industry than to the arm y and certainly less likely 
to be a liability. 
But each application for discharge (and applica­ 
tions m ust be voluntary and in writing) will be con­ 
sidered, the war departm ent says, on its individual 
merit. No soldier will be discharged unless a suitable 
trained replacem ent is present and available, which 
I suppose could mean the applicants will have to 
wait on the kids coming along later.

Of course, if a man over the age limit who Is now 
In the arm y wants to remain in, that should be his 
privilege. Some middle-aged men are standing up 
under the training better than youngsters half their 
years. In justice to them it should be said they 
would be plenty hot if they were discharged now for 
any reason. But they are the exceptions. The rule 
remains th at the oldie Is better off and the army is 
better off if he is doing anything other than soldier­ 
ing, especially In this kind of a war.

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THE first important evangelistic 
campaign in East Liverpool 
occurred in the early 1870’s when 
the noted reformer, Francis Mur­ 
phy, held a series of meetings in 
the First Methodist church. 
His nightly preaching developed 
an 
atmosphere 
of 
temperance 
among the people of the commun­ 
ity and more than 2,000 persons 
signed the pledge. 
The visit of Francis 
Murphy 
paved the way for tile Women’s 
crusade that followed a year later, 
when the church women of the 
town gathered on the streets in 
groups to pray for a clean town. 
In 1890 Major James H. Cole of 
Adrian, Mich., opened a series of 
services in the Fifth st. rink, and 
there were 1,000 conversions. The 
meetings lasted four weeks. In 
1893, Rev. F. E. Smiley and hie 
music director. Charles Alexander, 
held a campaign In the rink, and 
they were followed by Rev. Fer- 
dinard Sehwera. 
People of the community assist­ 
ed in the building of the first 
tabernacle erected In 1907 espe- 
dally for the use of an evangelist. 
Rev. French EJ. Oliver of Chicago 
conducted services In the building 
and was supported by a 250-voice 
choir, directed by I/oya Suther­ 
land. The building stood in City 
park and seated 4.000 persons. 
The most outstanding series of 
meetings in 
Liverpool was held in ’the fall of 
1912 when Billy Sunday, then at 
the peak of his fame and physical 
vigor, came to East Liverpool for 
six weeks. 
The tabernacle, huge in propor­ 
tions. was built at the foot of 
Washington and Second sts., on 
the site of the Mansion houee pot­ 
tery. operated for many years by 
the Cruxall Pottery Co. The meet­ 
ings resulted in 6.334 conversions, 
with 1,134 recorded for the last 
day. 
A choir of 500 voices was direct­ 
ed by Homer Uodeheaver. with B. 
I). Ackley, the evangelist’s secre­ 
tary and widely known hymn writ­ 
er, as accompanist. 
Other evangelists such as Bob 
Jones of Montgomery, Ala., who 
preached here in 1916, and Dr. VV. 
B. Blederwolf of Monticello. Ind., 
in 1924, conducted successful cam­ 
paigns here.

Facilities Curtailed In Move 


To Conserve Ship Space 


To Overseas Posts 


Postmaster Ralph C. Bertrum 
announced today the new regula­ 
tions governing mail for army per­ 
sonnel overseas, following the war 
department’s move to restrict mail­ 
ing to conserve shipping space. 
The restrictions are effective Fri­ 
day, according to Mr. Benedum 
who said the reduction is neces­ 
sary because of the heavy demands 
being made on cargo space for 
military shipments and because of 
limited facilities available to com­ 
manders of theaters of operations 
for delivery of the mail. The vol­ 
ume of mail to overseas destina­ 
tions must be kept to a minimum, 
he added. 
Limit Rarest Size 
No parcel exceeding five pounds 
in weight, or 15 Inches in length, 
or 36 inches in length and girth 
combined, will be accepted for dis­ 
patch to the army postoffices over­ 
seas for individuals. 
No parcels will be accepted for 
dispatch to army postoffices out­ 
side the continental United States 
unless they contain only such ar­ 
ticles as are being sent at the spe­ 
cific written request of the ad­ 
dressee and approved by his com­ 
mander. 
Individual copies of newspapers 
or magazines will be accepted for 
dispatch outside the continental 
United States only when subscrip­ 
tions are requested specifically in 
writing by the addressee, or for 
whom subscriptions now are in ef­ 
fect. 
Copies to individuals will be ac­ 
cepted only from publishers who 
are required to place on the wrap­ 
per, or on the publication when a 
wrapper la not used, a certificate 
reading as follows: "Mailed In con­ 
formity with P. O. D. Order No. 
19687." 
No circular matter of the third 
clasa should be presented for mail­ 
ing overseas 
as the war depart­ 
ment advises that it 
will 
not be 
dispatched from ports of embark­ 
ation.

V-mail will be transmitted, either 
when microfilmed or In Its origin­ 
al form, to all army post offices 
overseas and transported by plane 
where such facilities are available.

‘SPECIAL MILKS' 
MAY BE JUMPED 


OPA Gfants Adjustment In 


Line With Plain Type 


Br Th# AawctiM Pf###. 
CLEVELAND, Jan. 14—Increases 
in prices of special milks and 
elimination- of discounts to volume 
milk purchasers were authorized 
today by the regional office of 
price administration in an order 
applying to retailers and whole­ 
salers in Ohio, Michigan, 
Ken­ 
tucky, Indiana and West Virginia. 
Effective tomorrow, the order 
will permit dealers In fluid whole 
milk to bring prices of special 
milks into line with recently ad­ 
justed prices for plain milk, the 
OPA said. 
Special milks were defined as 
"plain homogenized milk, vitamin 
D 
homogenized 
milk, 
soft-curd 
milk, buttermilk, regular or stand­ 
ard milk flavored with chocolate, 
chocolate drink, skim milk and any 
milk containing a greater butter 
fat content than regular milk if 
sold during March, 1942, at prices 
higher than for regular milk.” 
If a dealer sold regular milk at 
14 cents a quart and special milks 
at 15 cents and was allowed by 
OPA to raise the price on regular 
milk to 15 cents, he now is permit­ 
ted to charge 16 cents for special 
milks. 
The only exception la that the 
maximum price of four types of 
special milks—plain homogenized, 
chocolate drink, buttermilk and 
skim milk—may not exceed the 
adjusted price of regular milk. 
Edward C. Welsh, regional OPA 
price executive, said this excep­ 
tion was made because there is 
not 
sufficient 
justification 
for 
maintaining a price for the four 
types that would be in excess of 
the price of regular milk.

Here in America we are building 
ships faster than that—have been 
doing so almost from the beginning. 
In 1942 we put 746 ships Into ser­ 
vice, totaling 8,090,800 deadweight 
tons. 
In other words we built 242 more 
ships 
(bigger and

than the navy admits the Axis sank 
for us. This surplus tonnage would 
amount to about 2,500,000 tons. 
The first ship flying the Amer­ 
ican flag known to have gone down 
In American waters was the tank­ 
er Allan Jackson. A submarine got 
her Jan. 20. 1942, off the North 
Carolina coast. She went down blaz­ 
ing and 22 of her 35-man crew were 
lost. 
Although Axis submarines still 
take heavy toll, they have pretty 
well been forced away from our 
shores In the year since the Nor- 
ness rocked under the impact of 
N atl torpedoes. 
D tfsnsss Hsvs Improved 
Our 
defenses 
have 
Improved. 
More blimps, fast patrol boats and 
destroyers have gone Into service 
and made our waters unhealthful 
for prowling submersibles. 
Sinkings at first were heaviest 
off our northern Atlantic coast. 
Then the heavy toll moved south­ 
ward as we got more forces afloat 
against them. The navy says the 
big toll now Is off the South Amer­ 
ican bulge and in the general vicin­ 
ity of the Cape of Good Hope. 
It’s Important to remember, of 
course, that most of the ships be­ 
ing sunk were built around the 
time of the First World war. Our 
new ones are bigger and faster. 
About all the navy will say about 
the increasing weight of anti-sub­ 
marine m aterial we are throwing 
against tbs enomy la that one of 
the m ost gratifying aspects is the 
high rate at which light patrol 
boats are going Into service—both 
for off-shore duty aud for roatniug 
the high seas to make the lanes 
safe for our shipping.
